seen as terror act |

ACRE. -- Police investigating the 
murder of IDF soldier Hanoch 
“Steve” Deneman are almost cer- 
tain that he was a victim of 
terrorists. 

Nevertheless. they have not ruled 
out other motives for the killing. 

Deneman's body was found in 
cotton fields near the fish ponds of 
Kibbutz Kfar Masaryk on Sunday 
afternoon. ᾿ 

A post mortem revealed that he 
had died as a result of blows to the 
head, probably from an axe. 

There were other signs of violence 
on the body, indicarmg that Dene- 
man had pyt up a struggle against 


his attacker or attackers. 

From the state of the body, it is 
thought that Deneman was killed on 
September 20, the day he left his 
home to retum to his army base in 
the Golan Heights, where he served 
in the Engineering Corps. 

According to reports, he was 
dressed in his uniform, although 
there was no sign of his weapon.

The two agreed that China and 
Israel would maintain regular con- 
tacts the two countries’ am- 
bassadors to the UN — and Peres 
announced this publicly after. the 


Meeting. 

The atmosphere was described as 
“‘warm" by Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Ehud Gol. who partici- 
pated in the meeting along with UN 
Ambassador Binyamin Netanyahu, 
and Peres’s advisers Nimrod Novik 
and Uri Savir.

- The Chinese foreign minister lis- 
tened to Peres's presentation in En-

Peres interspersed his remarks 
with numerous quotations from Chi- 
nese revolutionary leaders Mao Tse- 
tung and Deng Xiaoping, and ex- 


ressed his profound admiration for 
the “pioneering spirit" of the Chi- 
nese people. 

After the meeting, Peres ob- 
served that “even a thousand mile 
march starts with one small step. 
and this was the small step.” 

In an official statement, a Chinese 
spokesman said the Chinese foreign 
minister had “reaffirmed China's 
support for the convening of the in- 
ternational conference on the Mid- 
dle East under the auspices of the 
United Nations, and pointed out 
that the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization is entitled to participate in 
the conference on an equal footing 
with the other parties.” 

Peres met earlier in the day with 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz, who is to arrive in Israel on 
the night of Saturday October 17. 

Following the meeting, American 
sources said that the U.S. now fully 
supported Peres’s contention that 


the international conference was the. 


best avenue to direct negotiations.

In brief comments to Israeli re- 
porters after his meeting with 
Shultz, Peres said that Shultz would 
be going to Israel “to ask questions 
and to listen to questions.” Asked if 
Shultz had clearly expressed suppor 
for the international conference. 
Peres responded cryptically. "Its 
more complicated than that.” 

Peres and Shultz disagreed sharp- 
ly on the issue of pro) d U.S. 
arms sales to Saudi Arabia. Shultz 
reportedly told Peres that “the pres- 
ident will net appreciate a public 


confrontation on this matter.“ Peres 
said he told Shultz; "Don't expect 
Israel to change her fundamental 
Opposition to the sale of arms ὁ 
countries in a state of war with 
Israel.” 

Peres said he asked Shultz τὸ 
press the Soviets on the subject of . 
Soviet Jewish emigration and on di- 
tect flights of Soviet Jews to Israel. 
According to Israeli sources, Shultz 
“accepted” the Israeli position on the 
desirability, of divect flights. 

Peres and Shultz also discussed 
the ramifications of the cancellation. 

Shultz was said 
to have assured Peres that the U.S.

Grieved Christian parents 


express disbelief at tragedy

ACRE. -- The grief-stricken parents 
of murdered IDF soldier Hanoch 
Deneman, who converted to Juda- 
ism, said yesterday they would take 
their son's body to Holland for buri- 
al. His sister said the family had not 
been told he was missing, and she 
blamed Israel for his death. 

The IDF plans to help arrange the 
transfer of Deneman’s remains to, 
Holland, and is not insisting that he 
be given a Jewish burial, or be in- 
delet S asdamnol ἐν bekece 

laincy is TS! to believe 
that Deneman'‘s family will respect 
his wishes and give him a Jewish 
funeral, The IDF is to cover all the 
burial costs: and .Has assigned a- 
Dutch-speaking officer tq accompa- 
ny the family while-they are in 
Israel. 

Deneman, who converted in Isra- 
el, studied in a yeshiva and lived in 
an Orthodox kibbutz, Shluhot, be- 


fore. joining the IDF in February 
and being sent to an Engineering 
Corps unit in the north. 

His parents, Henk and Nel Dene- 
man, wandered across the lobby of 
the Paim Beach Hotel here yester- 
day, their tear-filled eyes expressing 
disbelief at the tragedy that had be- 
fallen them. 

They were informed of their son's 
death on: Tuesday and flew immedi- 
ately to Israel. They arrived in Acre 
yesterday afternoon and went to 
their mie apartment to collect his 
personal belongings. 

Their daughter, Rosa, said her 
parents were still numb with shock. 

She said the family had received a 
telephone call from the Israeli Em- 
bassy, but her father, who had no 
idea that-anything was amiss, asked.

"We haven't yet met with any rep- 
resentatives of the police. We were 
told that on the day (of Hanoch’s 
death) he had been feeling ill and 
was supposed to have retumed to 
the army.

Big banks agree to 


cut-back in credit

The Bank of Israel yesterday 
reached an informal understanding 
with the two main banks, Hapoalim 
and Leumi, under which these two 
commercial banks would cut bark 
on marketing credit and loans for 
the next four weeks. 

This agreement formed the back- 
ground for the move by the Trea- 
sury and central bank to end the 
upward pressure on interest rates by 
pumping money into the banking 
system. . 


In the wake of the intervention by 
the authorities, Bank Hapoalim de- 
cided not to raise its interest rates 
for borrowers and Leumi cancelled 
the increase it had scheduled to take 
effect next week. 

Deposit rates also began to come 
down yesterday, with the top rate 
for very large sums, or “jumbo” de- 
posits, declining from over 22 per 
cent on Tuesday to around 20.5 per- 
cent yesterday. Bankers contacted 


by The Jerusalem Post last night said 
they expected this trend to continue. 

The behind-the-scenes interven- 
tion of the central bank was trig- 
gered by Leumi’s announcement on 
Monday that the month-long rise in 
deposit rates had forced it to raise its 
prime and other borrowing rates. 

The Bank of Israel has main- 
tained for several weeks that the 
shortage of shekels in the banking 
system was of the banks' own mak- 
ing. The intense marketing cam- 
paigns that the commercial banks 
have recently mounted for loans of 
every sort and size has resulted in an 
over-rapid expansion of credit in the 
economy, central bank officials 
have claimed. 

In reply, the commercial banks 
pointed to the government's soaking 


up of funds from the money mar- 


kets, to a far greater extent than had 
been planned or foreseen. This, 
thay said, had caused a shortage of 
funds that sparked the rise in inter- 
est rates.

Police last night celebrated what officers described as 
the biggest blow against narcotics racketeers for years 
after 31 suspected drug dealers were arrested in a series 
of lightning swoops in the West Bank. 

The carefully synchronized raids took place at 1 a.m. 
yesterday when more than 100 police, Border Police and 
troops raided the homes of suspects in Bethlehem, 
Ramallah and Hebron. 

Most of those arrested were in bed when the police 
burst in on them. The only attempt at resistance came 
when the brother of one suspect pulled a knife on a 
Border Policeman . But he was swiftly overpowered. 

“It was the biggest operation of its kind for years and 
it worked like a dream.” said a police spokesman. The 
31 arrested were still being heid last night and police said 
all of them were “known drugs dealers.“ 

The operation came after four months of intense 
planning and high-risk undercover work by two police 
agents who managed to penetrate a network of narcotics 


- traders operating in the West Bank and Israel. The edger d

Dutch premier due 
for first ever visit 


THE HAGUE (AP). — Premier 
Ruud Lubbers will make the first 
Official visit to Israel by a Dutch 
leader, the government confirmed 
yesterday. 

A specific date has not yet been 
set, but the government has suggest- 
ed the first half of next year. 

The Dutch have jong supported 
Israel, but their premiers and mon- 
archs have refrained from official 
visits because of fear of reprisals by 
Asab states. 

The Netherlands accorded dipio- 
matic recognition to Israel in 1949. 
According to an expert on Dutch- 
Israeli relations, the volatile Middle 
East political situation precluded of- 
ficial visits till now. 

The Dutch displayed a pro-Israel 
stance until 1973, when the Arab 
States slapped Holland with an oil 
embargo, accusing it of supporting 
Israel in the Yom Kippur War. 

The embargo led to a reassess- 
ment of the Dutch attitude towards 
the Middle East conflict. A more 
balanced approach was adopted -- 
including official approval of the 
Opening of a PLO office here. In 
1982. there was unprecedented criti- 
cism of Israel for its invasion of 
Lebanon. 


Delhi nixes Avineri visit

A prestigious Indian think-tank 
which had invited Professor Shlomo 
Avineri to a conference on develop- 
ments in the Soviet bloc told him 
this week he could not attend be- 
cause the Indian Foreign Ministry 
refused to grant him a visa. 

Avineri said last night that he had 
been invited over a year ago to the 
conference, organized by the Indian 
School of Political Economy and 
scheduled for December. He has 
since received numerous inquiries 
from the school about the paper he 
was fo present there. 

Avineri said that the refusal to 
allow an Israeli to attend an aca- 
demic conference marked a further 
deterioration in India's attitude to- 
ward this country. He noted the dif- 
ficulties recently encountered by 
tourists wishing to travel to India 
and by Israel's Davis Cup tennis 
team. 

Avineri said that he would inform 
ther prospective participants of the 
refusal to allow him to attend. and 
that he expected some to decide to 
boycott the conference,

Surgeon: Israelis will 
find foreign hearts — 
are in short supply

Israelis will soon be unable to get 
heart transplants abroad because or- 
gans are in short supply and hospi- 
tals will give priority to their own 
country’s residents, according to 
Prof. Joseph Borman, who headed 
the team that made Ovadia Matzri 
Israel’s first successful heart recipi- 
ent last month. 

Borman was speaking to The Je- 
rusalem Post at a Jerusalem Hilton 
party in Matzri's honour. He said 
the operation had greatly increased 
public awareness of the need to do- 
nate hearts and other organs and 
had elicited more cooperation from 
other fsraeli hospitals. Since Matz- 
ri's operation, a number of hearts 
have been offered, but none so far 
has been suitable for patients await- 
ing transplants at Hadassah-Univer- 
sity Hospital in Jerusalem. 

Matzri, looking thin but well, was 
surrounded by his family, including 
his 87-year-old mother Simha. At 


the party were Hadassah doctors 


and nurses who took part in the 
operation, and 15 Israelis also bear- 
ing borrowed hearts, following sur- 
gery in Belgium. . 

One of the guests was four-year- 
old Matan Goldstein from Holon, 
who has already undergone two 
open-heart operations but needs a 
transplant. 

The hote] prepared a large pink 
heart-shaped cake for the occasion, 
along with Matzri’s favourite Lraqi 
food, including samboosa, kubbeh 
and kabab. 


Borman said he thought that peo- 
ple who volunteer to donate vital 
organs after their death should be 
given first priority in receiving or- 
gans if they need them. " 

“This is an age of medical mir- 
acles. In a few years we will be 
transplanting pancreases. But peo- 
ple have to think in advance about 
giving. Everyone has a relative who 
may. some time in his life need a 
donated organ -- a heart, a liver. a 
cornea, joints, a kidnev.” 


Head of journalists union bids 
to end Betar soccer boycott

The chairman of the National As- 
sociation of Israeli Journalists will 
recommend on Sunday that sports- 
writers lift their boycott of Betar 
Jerusalem soccer games after news- 
men and Betar officials agreed yes- 
terday on ways to improve report- 
ers’ working conditions. 

But the country’s sports fans still 
have no sports pages to turn to to- 
day as the sportswriters protest the 
stabbing of Yediot Aharonot report- 
er Zadok Yehezkeli and other acts 
of violence against reporters. (The 
Jerusalem Post received special per- 
mission from the association to print 
American baseball results. See page 
3.) 

The decision whether to resume 
coverage of Betar Jerusalem, whose 
games the journalists decided earti- 
er this week to boycott for one 
month, will be made by the journal- 
.fsts’ association’s executive com- 
mittee on Sunday evening. Amnon 
Nadav, chairman of the association, 
said that he was confident that the 
majority would vote in favour of 
Tesuming cove: Once an agree- 
ment is signed with Betar. 

Nadav's optimism was based on 
proposals raised yesterday during a 
meeting of journalists, Betar offi- 
cials, and represéntatives of ‘the 
country’s sport and soccer leagues. 


At the meeting, initiated by MK 
Dov Shilansky, participants dis- 
cussed changes that could immedi- 
ately improve sportswriters’ work- 
ing conditions, Nadav said. 

" Betar officials seem to be pre- 
pared, for example. to create a sepa- 
rate seating section for journalists 
covering their games, Nadav said.

Tank-tracking: How to 
do it in 7.34 minutes

KATZRIN. — The major was yell- 
ing at the top of his voice, crouch- 
ing. occasionally scraping up a hand- 
ful of dirt and stones and hurling it 
at a Merkava crew to get them to 
remove the tank's treads faster. 

it was part of a contest involving 
all the Armoured Corps’ regular bri- 
gades, held under a scorching sun 
near this “capital of the Golan. 
Among the other tests was an obsta- 
cele course on which they had to fire 
machine-guns and cannons and huri 
grenades. 

On the tank-tread exercise, one of 
the linking pins was pushed out 
with a heavy hammer and a round 
metal pipe, and the tank backed up 
until the tread came off the bogies. 
Then came the process of putting it 
all together again. and the major- 
cum-cheerleader went wild shouting 
orders at the team. 

It took the crew less than nine 
minutes to go through the entire 
process, and though they were 
among the first, they lost to.a team 
working on one of the IDF's old 
Centunons. They had done the job 
in 7.34 minutes, so in between gulps 
of water from a small grey jerrycan, 
the major with the Merkava team 
told his junior officers they might as 
well retire. . 

The contest officially opened the 
Armoured Corps’ 40th anniversary 
celebrations, but its more important 


role, beyond the partying. was to set 
goals for the units. 

Ina tent near the obstacle course, 
Tat-Aluf Yossi Ben-Hannan, the 
chief armoured officer, said he be- 
lieved the major emphasis should 
not be placed on adding gadgets 
here or there but getting the crews 
to take full advantage of the ad- 
vanced gadgets already available. 

On the face of it, the tank crew's 
work should be easier these days. 
They just have to set the sights on a 
target, let a laser beam calculate the 
range, and other equipment reckon 
weather and other factors. A com- 
puter puts it all together. In fact, 
however, crews must fire faster or 
tisk being hit by improved enemy 
tanks and must invent ways to deal 
with any problems that arise. 

Ben-Hannan rejected suggestions 
that new weaponry was rendering 
tanks obsolete. ** No war ended be- 
cause of fire power and attrition 
alone. The IDF will have to con- 
clude a war by maneuvering, and 
the tanks will therefore continue to 
be the army's backbone.” he said. 

Qn Monday, Armoured Corps 
men injured since 1948 (numbering 
some 5,000) have been invited to a 
gathering at Latrun. Tanks will be 
displayed at Kikar Matcher Israel in 
Tel Aviv from October 8 to 18, and 
the celebrations will end with a ma- 
jor event at Latrun on October 29, 
which has been designated Ar- 
moured Corps Day. 


Natal declared a disaster area - 


DURBAN {AFP). -- As rescue 
workers continued their search for 
missing people following the worst 
floods in living memory in South 
Africa, President P.W. Botha yes- 
terday declared the flood-stricken 
Natal province a disaster area, en- 
abling people who suffered losses to 
apply for financial relief. 

In a statement issued in Cape 
Town. Botha said that all possible 
civil defence measures were being 
taken to deal with the situation. 

About 80 people have been re- 

rted dead and rescue workers fear 
the death toll could rise above 100 as 
communication and road links are 
restored. 

Most people died by drowning or 
in collapsing houses.

Yesterday the sun broke through 
black clouds, bringing some relief 


for exhausted rescuers. But weather 
forecasters said yesterday's letup 
would end today as more down- 
pours and another cold front were 
predicted to add to the woes of the 
flood-ravaged province that has left 
tens of thousands homeless. 


Police reported that in Durban 
and Pietermaritzburg 42 bodies had 
been found. 

Ten mountain climbers were still 
trapped yesterday in the Drakens- 
berg Mountains in central Natal. Six 
were rescued Tuesday and one of 
them, an 18-year-old student, died 
yesterday after suffering from se- 
vere exposure. The six spent four 
days in a snow-covered tent. 


‘The worst hit people by the floods 
have been black shack dwellers. The 
South African Council of Churches 
in Natal said that reports from areas 
which had been cut off during the 
five day flood indicated a “massive 
disintegration” of black homes. 

Emergency measures have been 
taken to try to restore road commu- 
nications between Natal and the in- 
land Transvaal Province.

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Reform denounces conversion deal

The Reform movement yesterday 
denounced a proposal to deal with 
the Who is a Jew issue by setting up 
a board of legal experts to advise the 
interior minister on problematic 
cases of immigrants who were con- 
verted abroad. 


The proposal was made by Cabi- 
net Secretary Elyakim Rubinstein as 
ἃ means of breaking the deadlock 
that has resulted in the deliberations 
of the ministerial committee on 
Who is a Jew. The committee was 
appointed by Prime Minister Shamir 
early this year, and charged with 
reaching a consensus solution. A 
copy of the proposal was obtained 
by The Jerusalem Post. 


The director of the World Union 
of Progressive Judaism, Rabbi Rich- 
ard Hirsch, said that the suggestion 
to handle the issue by administrative 
means “is even worse than seeking a 
change through legislation. The pro- 
posed amendment to the Law of 
Return at least has to be debated in 
public. But administrative changes 
are at the whim of those in power. 
Those who favour such solutions are 
betraying their public trust.” 


Orthodox groups have been 
pressing for changes in either the 
Law of Return or the laws governing 
religious communities which would 
deny legitimacy to conversions per- 
formed abroad by -non-Orthodox 
rabbis. These proposals have been 
strenuously opposed by most Jewish 
organizations abroad. 


Representatives of American 


Jewish organizations in Israel met 
on Tuesday to discuss ideas for step- 
ping up the campaign here to get the 
issue removed from the political 
agenda. 


Rubinstein, who also serves as 
secretary to the ministerial commit- 
tee on Who is a Jew, noted in his 
proposal that the gap between the 
various viewpoints on this issue, so- 
licited by the committee over the 
past few months, appears to be un- 
bridgeable. 


Given the inability of the commit- 
tee to reach a consensus, he pro- 
posed that a panel of legal experts 
should be set Lang to advise the interi- 
or minister on problematic cases of 
immigrants converted abroad who 
seek to register as Jews. He deliber- 
ately ruled out rabbis as members of 
this panel, in order to avoid conflicts 


over which types of rabbis should be 
represented. Σ 

The legal experts would examine 
the particulars of problematic cases, 
Rubinstein suggested, such as 
whether the conversion included the 
traditional immersion in a ritual 
bath, the acceptance of religious ob- 
servance, and in the case of male 
converts, circumcision, The panel 
would also check the background of 
the rabbi or rabbinical court that 

med the conversion. 

Rubinstein’s proposal did not 
mention how this panel would relate 
to last year's decision by the High 
Court of Justice which ordered the 
interior minister to register Reform 
convert Shoshana Miller as a Jew. 
Rubenstein is now abroad and was 
not available for comment. 

A spokesman for the chief rabbis 
said that they favoured the proposal 
as it was explained to them by Ru- 
binstein. 

Rubinstein also mentioned a pro- 
posal favoured by the chief rabbis, 
under which aliaison office of the 
Chief Rabbinate would be estab- 
lished in the U.S. The head of this 
office would advise immigrant con- 
verts prior to their aliya about their 
status. 


Writing on the wall for Lewinsky 


Jewish Agency Treasurer Akiva 
Lewinsky seems to have seen the 
writing on the wall. He has begun to 
wam his fellow Zionist politicians 
that Diaspora funding for the agen- 
cy and the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion may be threatened unless there 
is real change in how these bodies 
are run and who runs them. 

But there are many people in Isra- 
el and abroad who believe that 
Lewinsky has failed to understand 
that the writing on the wall is meant 
for him personally and not just for 
his old-line Zionist colleagues. 

Lewinsky's message of the need 
for change may be sincere. But one 
must also keep in mind that hanging 
over him is the threat of a possible 
veto of his candidacy for the post of 
Agency/WZO chairman by the Di- 
aspora fund-raisers. 

The agency is jointly run by the 
WZO and the leaders of the Diaspo- 
ra fund-raising bodies, and the latter 
have what amounts to veto power 
when the agency head is elected. It 
is in this light that many interpret 
Lewinsky's sudden display of real- 
ism. 


In a talk on Monday before a 
group of Israeli politicians meeting 
under the auspices of the Zionist 
Council of Israel, Lewinsky deliv- 
ered a tough message. He said that 
Diaspora funding for the Agency/ 
WZO in its current format can no 
longer be taken for granted, and 
that changes in these bodies are 


_ heeded to ward off the alienation of 


Diaspora Jewry. 

Diaspora Jews, he said, especially 
those in America, no longer feel 
that they are living in galut (exile), 
and are no longer motivated by guilt 
feelings in their contributions to Is- 
rael. 

What appears to concern him is 
the possibility that American Jews, 
and perhaps those in other countries 


as well, will decide to take full con-

trol of the money they raise for Isra- 
el, instead of turning it over to the 
Agency/WZO, in which Israeli po- 
litical parties have the upper hand. 

Lewinsky mentioned the Joint 
Distribution Committee as a possi- 
ble model of what might happen 
with funds now channelled to the 
Agency/WZO. The JDC, which 
provides social and educational ser- 
vices to Jewish communities around 
the world, is a body controlled sole- 
ly by its American donors. 

In that event, he warned, the 
WZO, which is funded indirectly by 
the agency, would become a small 
and insignificant body. 

Lewinsky implied that in order for 
the WZO to preserve its indepen- 
dence and the sources of its funds, it 
should yield some of its control of 
the agency. The agency spends 
about $420 million a year on immi- 
grants, youth, rural settlement, and 
other matters. The WZO spends 
about $60m. a year, mainly on edu- 
cational programmes for the Dias- 
pora, its network of hundreds of 
shlihim (emissaries), and grants to 
various organizations. 

One of Lewinsky's major propos- 
als for change is to replace with 
fresh faces many of the WZO politi- 
cians who now serve on the agency's, 
governing bodies. These new faces 
would directly represent sectors of 
Israeli society such as agriculture, 
the universities, business and indus- 
try, and new immigrants. 

The Diaspora fund-raisers have 
for the past few years been trying to 
discuss such a proposal in the agen- 
cy, but have been stonewalled by 


the veteran WZO leadership, which - 


includes Lewinsky. The fund-raisers

No basis for ‘health’ claim for new cooking oil

The manufacturers of “Tigunit,” 
a sew cooking oil said to offer 
“healthy frying,” will this week be 
instructed by the Ministry of Health 
to change the product's labels and 
their advertising, because their 
claim “violates regulations,” The Je-

- The oil, manufactured by Milinor 
in Acre and marketed by Vita, has 
been promoted in recent weeks in a 
massive publicity campaign that in- 
cluded full-page advertisements in - 
newspaper supplements. 

Danny Reichman, head of the 


= 


Health Ministry's Food Control Di- 
vision, decided to speak with the 
makers of Tigunit after being que- 
ried about the ad campaign by this 
reporter. In the ads, ‘’Tigunit™ is 
described as an oil for “sgun bari — 
heatthy frying,” that “doesn’t burn” 
and is “natural.” Reichman told The 
Post that, according to Israeli law. 
ΠΟ food may be advertised with 
“health” claims, and only pharma- 
ctuticals can claim to promote 
health. He also dismisses the asser- 
tion that it is “natural,” as any cook- 
ing oil ‘can be nothing but natural," 
and it is wrong to state that the oil 


“doesn't burn.” 

“I want to hear their explana- 
tion,” Reichman said. He found 
that “Tigunit” -- sold in an opaque 
yellow bottle — is ordinary cotton 
oil, and “no different” from any 
other cotton oil on the market. Its 
main benefit over the most com- 
monly used soya oil is that, at high 
temperatures, cotton oil produces 


‘less than half the lineolic acid that 


results from heating soya. Thus, it 
“is more easily absorbed” by the 
body. But that is not a sufficient 
basis for a health claim, Reichman 
stated. :

Saga of a Soviet escapee 


Ἴ IF WAS LITTLE more than a year 


ago that Felix Edelman slipped 


to “the Eretz” was just the first half 
of his plight. The 55-year-old physi- 
cist is still in search of 2 route which 
would reunite bim with his wife and

Edelman’s adventure story began 
in May 1986, when he received per- 
mission from the Soviet government 
to take part in a 10-day tour of

“For 10 years I had been making 
requests to go to a non-Soviet bloc 
country so I could escape. This was 
my one chance to get my freedom 
and my family’s freedom,” he said.

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Where’s the grain? |

MOSCOW. - In four months 
there have been barely 14 days of 
continuous sun, and for the past 
three weeks the rain has poured 
steadily on the waterlogged Russian 
countryside. On some days. Mos- 
cow midday temperatures have not 
risen above four or five degrees. 

Last weekend, as an emergency 
measure, Soviet residents of towns 
and cities were urged to go into the 
fields and harvest potatoes and oth- 
er vegetables by hand. 

The newspaper Sovietskaya Ros- 
siya said only half the quantity of 
potatos harvested by this time last 
year had so far been gathered. The 
situation with other vegetables was 
just as bad. . - 

“Everywhere it must be under- 
stood that emergency measures are 
necessary.” it said, emphasizing the 
point in heavy type. “Non-stop 
work using all the available farm 
equipment is not enough. It is essen- 
tial to move large masses of people 
out to the job.” 

Earlier a senior agricultural offi- 
cal appealed to collective and state 
farm workers to continue the grain 
harvest manually if farm equipment 
could not be used on the rain- 
soaked fields. 

On Wednesday, Pravda repeated 
the emergency call in a front-page 
editorial. “All energies must be de- 
voted to the harvest campaign in 
order to complete the field work in 
an organized manner and without 
delay,” it said. 

The maize, sunflower, sugar- 
beet, cotton and potato harvests 
were all worse than last year. Grain 
was still unharvested on millions of 
hectares, and the situation was espe- 
cially critical in Siberia. parts of Ka- 
zakhstan and areas of middle-north- 
ern Russia. Crops which have been 
harvested were in many cases lying 
out.in the wet fields rotting because 
of poor storage. 


Using the same bold type as So- 
vietskaya Rossiya, [zvestia said that 
only half the grain had been 
threshed in the northern part of the 
huge Kazakhstan Republic bread- 
basket, with part of the crop left to 
soak in the fields.

Widening

The tradé gap between Israel and 
Italy widened during the first half of 
this year, despite an upsurge in bi- 
lateral trade. By the end of June, 
Israel had imported $371 million 
worth of Italian goods, compared to

od last year. Israeli exports to Italy, 
which for the period January-June 
1986 were $130 m., rose this year to 
$161 m. ; 

Machine tools are the main Italian 
exports. Last year Israel] spent 
$157m. on these tools and for the 
first half of this year, they already 
account for $104 m. of Israel’s im- 
ports from Italy. 

In the opposite direction, Israel's 
major exports to Italy are chemical 
and pharmaceutical products, which 
last year chalked up $85m.., followed 
by textiles at $56m. and agriculltural 
produce worth $22m.

The politics of security 


THE CITIZENRY can hardly be faulted for being perplexed, 

if they are. For a pretty fierce row has this week erupted at the 
top level of government over the question whether Israel’s

Contrary, however, to the impression 
created by the exchange of some particularly shocking vulgari- 
ties on the subject at last Sunday's cabinet meeting, the row 
has not assumed a strictly party-political character. The two 
chief protagonists on-both sides of the argument are rival 


Ariel Sharon, the former defence minister, is certain that 
the country is going to the dogs because terrorists are embold- 
ened by a weak-kneed official response to their outrages, 
meaning by the policies pursued by the incumbent minister of 
defence and prime minister. Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
rejects the accusations with barely concealed contempt. The 
Shin Bet, Mr. Shamir has assured the people, is still doing an 
excellent job, and Israel remains one of the safest countries in 


Within limits, Mr. Shamir’s thesis is unassailable. Its most 
recent proof-is the thwarting of two deadly Fatah plots: one, 
due to have been carried out last spring by local members of 
the Islamic Jihad, to explode a huge car-bomb at the govern- 
ment building-complex in Jerusalem; the other, set by its 
intending perpetrators as a test of admission to Fatah, to bomb 
the Jerusalem central bus station. Arrests have been made, 


The success of the Israeli terror-busters in these instances 


been a well-organized bunch directed from across the border. 
An organizational terrorist setting is not quite a sine qua non 
of prevention: a large number of small bombs deposited by 


dismantled by the police. One such bomb was spotted by a 
passerby at a bus stop near the Charles Clore Park in Tel Aviv, 
and promptly neutralized, only last Tuesday. 

But the lawmen's task in such cases is very much harder. 
And the trouble is that the vast majority of successful terrorist 
attacks of late have been of the unorganized, sporadic kind 
that does not readily lend itself to prior detection. 

The instrument of death is usually a simple knife. It was a 
knife that served Hilal Haj Ibrihim in the killing of reservist 
Alexander Arad at the Megiddo junction last week, and it was 
knives that were used by their evidently Arab assailants on two 
teenagers near Ramat Hasharon and on a taxi-driver in Jerusa- 
lem. The purpose in such knifings is plainly to murder Jews, 
and inspiration aplenty is provided for it by PLO propaganda. 
But propaganda alone could not drive people to such acts in 
the absence of motivation that is autonomously supplied. 

Mr. Sharon has been rather vague about measures that 
would, to his mind, eradicate the motivation of individual 
Arabs in the West Bank and Gaza to risk killing Jews even if it 
lands them in jail for long periods of time. A friend of Mr. 
Sharon's in the oppositionist Tehiya, former IDF chief of staff 
Rafael Eitan, has been rather less diplomatic. Raful would 
have any Arab killed who is seen or seized carrying a knife, or

A low- level Moroccan 
delegate stayed for the first part of 
the speech, getting up and walking 
out after Peres praised King Hassan 
as a man of peace. Among those 
Moslem countries which did not 
walk out were Jordan, Pakistan, 
Bangladesh. and Egypt. 


Both the PLO and the Arab 
League representaives responded to 
Peres’ remarks with hard fine 
speeches. However, a reliable 
source said the PLO was apprecia- 
tive that Peres did not attack that 
organization by name during his 
speech, but instead appealed to the 
Palestinian people to make peace 
with Israel. Syria, on the other 
hand, was said to have shown no 
indication of any positive response 
to the Peres speech.

᾿ western culture, and the ease with 
: which drugs for symptomatic relief 
(not for curing) are dispensed and 
consumed. But since the method's 
effectiveness has been proved many 
times over, it is up to the individual 
to decide whether he is willing to 
make the effort to overcome . his 
heart disease and lead a fuller and 
longer life or try symptomatic drug 
treatment and operations instead, 
leading inevitably to an earlier and 
more painful death 

One of the main points made in 
my article of September 6, which was 
essentially removed by your editor's 
knife, is that traditional medicine is 
on the wrong track in dealing with 
disease and health. It treats symp- 


toms rather than causes, deals in 
disease rather than health, and vir- 
arid ignores preventive measures 
and natural cures which ie ag 
changing habits and life styles. I 


pointed out that the patient contri- © 


butes to this process by preferring 
the “easy” way, namely, quick, visi- 
bie retief with drugs. He prefers that 
the doctor do the work for him, 
rather than make the effort himself. 
At the Jeast he can thus avoid having 
to ch: his bad habits. 

The< , abetted by the brain- 
washing of the drug companies, is 
quite content to take this easy way 
out too, since it assures him plenty of 
patients without undue effort and 
consultations.

abuse is a major cause of modern- 
day diseases. With a few exceptions, 
American and Israeli medical 
schools do not teach it, either as an 


of atherosclerosis. They merely treat
